(3) a statement that the entire delay between the date the claim was due 
under 37 CFR §§ 1.78(a)(2)(ii) and 1.78(a)(5)(ii) and the date the 
claim was filed was unintentional. The Director may require 
additional information where there is a question whether the delay 
was unintentional. 

The petition complies with the above requirements, which requirements were met prior to 
issuance of this application into a patent. However, in view of the issuance of this application 
into Patent No. 7,252,589 on August 7, 2007, and as the claim for priority to the nonprovisional 
and provisional applications did not appear on the patent as issued, a Certificate of Correction 
(and $100 fee) is required before the petition can be granted.
